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Historical  Perspective: 

Established  in  1949,  Coahoma  Junior  Col- 
lege is  a  two-year,  single  campus,  multi- 
ethnic, co-educational,  publicly  supported 
institution  located  in  the  Northwest 
Mississippi  Delta. 

Operating  under  an  "open  door"  admis- 
sion policy,  the  college  maintains  a  two- 
year  curriculum  which  leads  to  the 
Associate  in  Arts  and  Associate  in  Applied 
Science  degrees  in  more  than  30  academic 
and  related  disciplines.  Additionally,  the 
college  offers  25  training  and  certificate 
programs  in  vocational  areas.  Through  its 
general  education,  pre-professional  and 
vocational:technical  programs,  the  college 
seeks  to  provide  educational  experiences 
which  develop  logical  thinking,  aesthetic 
appreciation,  cultural  enrichment,  and 
high  moral  values  within  its  students. 

Program  offerings  at  the  college  are  fully 
accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  and  the  Junior 
College  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Mississippi.  Coahoma  also  holds  member- 
ships in  the  Southern  Association  of  Junior 
Colleges,  the  Mississippi  Junior  College 
Association,  the  American  Association  of 
Junior  Colleges  and  the  Mississippi  Higher 
Education  Association. 

The  Most  noticable  characteristic  of  the 
college  is  expressed  in  its  motto  "Coahoma 
Junior  College,  The  College  That  Cares" 
which  is  ever  present  in  the  minds  of  its 
faculty  and  staff.

Having  completed  my  fifth  year  as  President 
of  Coahoma  Junior  College  and  having 
completed  the  1984  calendar  year,  I  am 
pleased  to  report  to  my  Board  and  constituents  on 
the  status  of  the  College. 

Coahoma  Junior  College  family  entered  the  1984 
calendar  vear  with  the  hope  of  prosperity.  We  had 
negotiated  and  submitted  the  necessary  materials  to 
acquire  an  up-to-date  Computer  System  for  the 
College;  we  were  in  the  process  ot  developing  three 
new  laboratory-  components  using  Computer 
Technologv;  we  had  applied  to  state  and  federal 
agencies  for  much  needed  grant  funding;  we  had 
initiated  a  faculty  development  program  in  com- 
puter literacv  and;  we  were  vigorously  recruiting 
students  for  the  new  academic  year.  With  these  ac- 
tivities at  the  forefront  we  started  the  1984  year 
with  optimism.  This  report  serves  as  a  means  of 
sharing  with  our  Board  and  constituents  the  results 
of  our  efforts  during  the  year  and  those  initiatives 
that  are  projected  for  the  coming  year. 

Computer  technology  is  perhaps  the  fastest  grow- 
ing technology  in  the  world.  Coahoma,  because  of 
the  dreams  held  by  its  administrators  and  consti- 
tuents, has  entered  the  computer  age.  In  August 
1984,  the  final  few  components  of  the  new  com- 
puting system  were  shipped  to  the  College.  Today, 
unlike  last  year,  many  or  our  difficult  reports  are 
now  processed  through  the  new  system.  Although 
there  are  still  many  new  services  that  are  planned 
at  the  college,  the  mainframe  college  computer  is 
up  and  working. 

Laboratories  designed  to  acquaint  our  students 
with  modern  technologies  are  in  place.  The  newly 
organized  laboratories  nave  served  hundreds  of 
students  during  the  1984  year. 

The  faculty  of  the  college  was  provided  oppor- 
tunities to  become  literate  in  the  new  technologies; 
as  a  result,  100  percent  of  the  faculty  participated  in 
at  least  one  computer  literacy  course  that  was 
taught  at  the  college  or  a  parallel  agency. 

\\  hile  I  have  only  highlighted  a  few  of  our  in- 
itiatives, this  report  in  total  presents  a  broader 
perspective  of  accomplishments.  As  we  all  rejoice  in 
our  successes,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  future. 
Looking  to  the  future,  1984  appears  to  be  a  year 
that  will  test  the  fortitude  of  all  of  us.  With  the 
federal  government  proposing  cuts  in  funds 
allocated  to  many  programs;  with  the  state  projec- 
ting limited  tax  revenue  to  support  programs  and 
with  local  governments  facing  similar  situations,

Instructional  Programs 


In  the  Mathematics  Laboratory 
Students  master  numbers  on  the  computer 


Students  are  provided  the  opportunity  to  gain  word  processing  experience 

Coahoma  Junior  College  has  expanded  its 
instructional  support  services  to  include 
computerized  learning  laboratories. 
The  most  apparent  effect  of  the  computer  era  was 
felt  in  the  spring  of  1983  when  a  computer  literacy 
course  was  made  available  to  all  CJC  faculty  and 
staff. 

However,  during  the  1984  year  the  college 
established  computing  laboratories.  Damaged  by  a 
tornado  which  struck  the  campus  in  May  1984, 
laboratories  in  mathematics,  reading,  and  English 
were  reestablished  and  upgraded  to  serve  a  larger 
number  of  students. 

Offering  one  of  the  more  innovative  language 
skills  development  program  in  the  state,  the  English 
Department  has  been  upgraded  to  provide  for 
audio  tutorial  and  computer  assisted  training  in 
English  courses.  Now,  students  are  able  to  engage 
in  practice  exercises  using  audio  tapes  that  are 
programmed  to  reinforce  the  content  of  class 


Administration  records  and  reporting  systems  are  improved 
through  the  use  of  the  computer 


Students  gain  experience  in  data  entry 

lectures  and  demonstrations. 

The  added  dimension  of  computers  fur- 
ther enables  the  English  faculty  to  provide 
exciting  experiences  in  language  through 
carefully  selected  and  designed  computer 
software. 

Mathematics  Learning  Laboratory 

To  facilitate  both  the  assistance  and  reten- 
tion of  mathematical  facts,  students  par- 
ticipate in  computer/teacher  directed 
mathematic  classes. 

Options  available  to  students  in  the  math 
laboratory  range  from  basic  math  skills 
through  intermediate  algebra  concepts.  Fur- 
ther development  of  the  laboratories  will 
provide  for  training  in  more  advanced 
mathematical  concepts.  A  large  number  of 
students  were  served  by  the  new  and  ex- 
citing laboratory. 


Instructional  Programs 


Computer  Science  And  Information  Processing 


New  and  exciting  additions  to  the 
Division  of  Business  and  Commerce 
include  laboratories  for  data  process- 
ing, data  entry,  and  general  business. 

Students  enrolled  in  accounting  courses  are 
taught  through  a  computer  assisted  instruc- 
tional mode.  This  instructional  procedure  re- 
quires the  student  to  gain  direct  experiences 
with  a  computerized  accounting  system. 
Students  who  select  computing  as  an  area 


for  career  development  can  participate  in  one 
of  the  three  career  choices  offered  by  the 
business  and  commerce  division.  Supported 
by  the  best  technical  equipment  available,  a 
large  number  of  students  are  actively  involved 
in  developing  their  computing  careers  at 
Coahoma.  The  programs  provide  for  actual  ex- 
perience in  all  computing  areas.  Additionally, 
mainframe  experience  is  provided  for  com- 
puter science  majors. 


Enrollment  —  1984 

During  1984,  the  college  experienced  an  average  enrollment  of  approximately  1750 
students  over  the  semesters.  Summer  enrollments,  although  somewhat  lower  than  1983, 
appear  to  be  stabilizing.  Below  is  a  report  of  enrollment  according  to  programs.

Because  of  the  slight  decline  in  enrollment,  goals  for  the  1985  year  must  include  an  ac- 
celerated recruitment  effort  in  all  program  areas.  The  reduction  in  student  enrollment  ex- 
perienced from  1983  levels  were  distributed  across  all  program  areas.  However,  the  college, 
during  the  1984  year  graduated  or  certified  222  students. 


Reading  Laboratory 

Learning  to  read  with  the  aid  of  com- 
puters was  once  thought  to  be  a  star  war 
concept.  However,  Coahoma  has  sought 
and  developed  a  program  of  computer  support 
in  reading. 

Students  attending  the  college  are  provided 
with  an  additional  option  to  help  improve 
their  reading  skills.  Computer  assistance  is 
available  to  students  who  prefer  to  work  in- 
dependently on  various  reading  skills. 

The  reading  laboratory  is  equipped  with 
audio  and  computer  assisted  instructional  sup- 
port materials  which  are  designed  to  permit 
students  to  advance  at  their  own  pace. 

With  the  aid  of  computers,  Coahoma  has 
developed  a  more  comprehensive  instructions 
delivery  system  which  will  further  help 
students  achieve  their  career  goals.

Institutional  Advancement 


Endowment  Grant 


In  search  for  sources  of  external  support, 
the  college  realized  moderate  success.  A 
major  milestone  was  accomplishment  in 
1984  when  Coahoma  Junior  College  received 
notification  of  approval  for  a  $250,000  Endow- 
ment Grant  from  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education  —  the  first  in  the  history  of  the  col- 
lege. Dr.  C.  Ronald  Kimberling,  Deputy  Assis- 
tant Secretary  for  Higher  Education  Program, 
Office  of  Postsecondary  Education,  U.S. 
Department  of  Education,  came  to  Coahoma 
and  presented  the  award. 

The  success  of  receiving  the  Endowment 
Grant  resulted  in  the  institution's  ability  to 
score  112  points  out  of  a  possible  score  of  130 


on  its  proposal,  thus  ranking  seventh  among 
the  33  approved  institutions.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Endowment  program,  the  college 
must  raise  $250,000  to  match  the  grant 
amount. 

The  College's  effort  to  secure  matching  funds 
began  with  the  launching  of  a  fundraising 
campaign.  The  administration,  faculty,  and 
staff  exhibited  support  of  the  institution's 
endeavor  to  strengthen  its  fiscal  stability  by 
pledging  10%  of  the  total  amount.  Never- 
theless, the  college  will  rely  on  friends,  alumni 
and  supporters  to  help  reach  the  remainder  of 
its  goal. 


Federal  Programs 


In  addition  to  the  Endowment  Grant,  the 
college  received  seven  other  federal  grant 
awards.  Emphasis  in  soliciting  grant  funding 
was  directed  toward  programs  that  contribute  to 
the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  life  for  local 
residents. 

Capsules  of  funded  programs  are  further  detailed 
herein  along  with  the  amount  of  funds  awarded. 

TITLE  III 

Strengthening  Developmental  Institutions 
Instructional  and  Administration  —  $654,430 

As  a  renewal  of  the  Title  III  award  the  college  received 
in  1983,  the  grant  provides  for  computer-assisted  instruc- 
tion and  management  skills,  a  life  skills  counseling 
center,  setting  up  a  division  of  business  and  commerce, 
and  instituting  a  testing  program. 

IDEA 

A  two-year  program  —  $50,000  per  year 

The  Individual  Development  and  Entrepreneurial  Ac- 
tivities (IDEA)  Program,  funded  through  the  Women's 
Bureau  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor,  is  intended  to 
train  mature  women,  35  years  of  age  and  older  for  non- 
traditional  careers.  In  addition,  adult  basic  education  is 
offered  to  women  who  have  not  finished  high  school. 
Through  this  program,  approximately  50%  of  the  par- 
ticipants are  placed.  Although  IDEA  is  not  a  degree- 
granting  program,  three  participants  received  AA  degrees 
from  CJC  in  the  area  of  industrial  wiring. 

Female  Heads  Of  Households— $49,880 

FHH,  funded  through  the  Employment  and  Training 
branch  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor,  was  designated 
to  investigate  the  perceptions  of  Black  female  heads  of 
households  toward  employment  upward  mobility  and 
non-traditional  careers.  The  investigation  was  conducted 
in  five  Mississippi  Delta  counties:  Bolivar,  Coahoma, 
Quitman,  Sunflower,  and  Tunica. 

Department  Of  Energy  —  $60,000 

Coahoma  Junior  College  received  $60,000  to  fund  a 
two-year  Cooperative  Honors  Program  which  provides 
scholarships  to  low  income,  minority  honor  students 
who  major  in  energy-related  areas  to  include  industrial 
electricity  heat,  air  conditioning,  refrigerations  and  wir- 
ing, computer  science,  electronic  technology,  and  data 
processing.  The  aim  of  the  program  is  to  increase 
employability  for  the  scholastically  outstanding  minority 
students  when  training  is  completed. 

Lignite  Study  —  $125,000 

The  U.S.  Department  of  The  Interior  awarded  CJC  a  con- 
tract to  study  the  effects  that  lignite  mining  would  have 
on  the  hydrology,  fish  and  wildlife,  vegetation  and 
agriculture,  and  socio-economic  aspects  in  the  State  of 
Mississippi.  CJC,  along  with  the  University  of  Mississippi 
conducted  the  feasibility  study. 


Humanities  In  Vo-Tech  —  $15,000 

The  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  awarded 
CJC  a  planning  grant  to  conduct  a  fact-finding  study  con- 
cerning the  merits  of  developing  a  humanities  program 
for  vocational-technical  students.  This  grant  represents  a 
"major  breakthrough"  offering  vo-tech  students  a  broader 
educational  experience. 

Upward  Bound  —  $127,000 

The  Upward  Bound  program,  funded  through  the 
Department  of  Education,  helps  low  income  students  and 
first  generation  college  students  develop  the  skills  and 
motivation  necessary  to  succeed  in  postsecondary  col- 
leges and  universities.  The  project  is  divided  into  two 
phases:  A  summer  on-campus  residential  component, 
and  an  academic  year  component  where  students  are 
transported  to  campus  on  Saturdays.  During  the  1984 
year  an  average  of  67  students  from  area  schools  par- 
ticipated in  the  program. 

Minority  Business  Enterprise 
Project  —  $10,500 

The  Minority  Business  Enterprise  Project  which  was 
funded  by  the  Minority  Business  Development  Agency, 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  serves  500  minority 
youths  and  25  minority  business  owners  and/or 
managers.  As  a  result  of  this  grant,  workshops  will  be 
provided  throughout  the  year  to  help  youths  become  bet- 
ter acquainted  with  the  various  opportunities  and  careers 
offered  in  business;  and  to  provide  technical  assistance  to 
business  entrepreneurs. 

Minority  Institutions  Science 
Improvement  Program  —  $224,000 

The  Minority  Institutions  Science  Improvement  Pro- 
gram (MISIP),  funded  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, offers  a  three-year  plan  for  the  improvement  of  the 
social  science  instruction  at  Coahoma  Junior  College.  The 
three  components  of  the  plan  include  (1)  the  addition  of 
computer  terminals  and  CAI  software  to  enlarge  the 
capacity  for  instruction  in  the  social  sciences;  (2)  the 
development  of  a  series  of  curricular  directed  to  the  im- 
provement of  social  science  instruction,  emphasizing  the 
use  of  computers  as  an  instructional  tool;  and  (3)  the  op- 
portunity for  teachers  to  make  their  own  software 
packages  and  use  the  computer  as  a  problem  solving 
tool.  To  date,  six  IBM  personal  computers  have  been  pur- 
chased and  installed. 

Job  Training  Partnership 
Act  —  $104,742.00 

The  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  (JTPA),  a  program  of 
the  college's  Vocational-Technical  Division,  is  a  federally 
funded  program  which  consists  of  two  projects:  Com- 
bination Welding  and  Building  Repair  and  Maintenance. 
During  1984  there  were  three  other  programs  in  progress: 
Teacher  Assistant;  The  Computer  Data  Entry  project;  and 
Industrial  Sewing  Machine  Mechanics. 


Capital  Improvement 


During  the  1984  year,  Coahoma's  physical  facilities 
were  expanded.  Construction  on  two  buildings 
got  underway  and  approyal  for  renoyations  and 
repairs  on  other  buildings  was  obtained.  Additionally  in- 
structional equipment  was  also  purchased.  The  College's 
Beautification  Project  added  a  new  look  to  the  campus  in 
1984.  An  arch  was  erected,  street  signs  and  an  additional 
parking  area  were  installed. 

Additionally  in  1984  a  total  of  six  yehicles  were  either 
purchased  or  leased.  A  tractor  was  also  purchased  for 
the  upkeep  of  the  campus  grounds. 

Buildings  Under  Construction 

Construction  on  a  physical  plant  complex  is  underway. 
This  facility  is  expected  to  proyide  the  college  with  a 
shipping  and  receiving,  distribution  and  inyentory 
department  and  space  for  other  general  office  use. 

Construction  on  an  annex  to  the  existing  Shop-A 
building  is  also  under  construction.  This  facility  will 
house  farm  diesel  mechanics  and  automobile  mechanics. 

Renovations  And  Repairs 

Reno\ation  on  the  Lee  Flowers  Building  was  approved 
in  1984.  This  building  which  sustained  heavy  damages 
from  a  tornado,  formerly  housed  industrial  wiring  and 
diesel  mechanics.  However,  the  approved  renovation 
plans  calls  for  expanding  the  structure  to  include  a  se- 
cond floor.  The  first  floor  of  this  facility  will  provide  for  a 
Hair  and  Skin  Center  with  programs  in  barbering  and 
cosmetology.  The  second  floor  is  designated  for  Intensive 
Business  which  will  comprise  laboratories  for  typing, 
computer,  accounting,  and  merchandise. 

Campus  Beautification 

The  Campus  Beautification  Project  initiated  in  1983,  is  a 
long  range  plan  which  encompasses  upgrading  the  total 
appearance  of  the  70-acre  campus.  The  project  began 
with  landscaping  the  campus  and  planting  shrubby.  The 
year  1984  recorded  significant  accomplishments  toward 
the  project's  goal.  The  visible  progress  included  an  arch, 
built  by  members  of  CJC  vo-tech  division;  the  installing 
of  street  signs,  made  by  personnel  at  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Correction  (Parchman)  and  installed  by  CjC's 
maintenance  department;  and  the  installing  of  an  addi- 
tional parking  area. 

To  further  enhance  and  maintain  an  atmosphere  which 


is  conducive  to  teaching  and  learning,  CJC  purchased  an 
International  Diesel  Tractor.  This  piece  of  equipment  is 
used  in  the  upkeep  of  the  college's  grounds. 

Instructional  Equipment 

During  1984  Coahoma  significantly  improved  its  ad- 
ministrative and  instructional  services.  Through  a  Title  III 
grant  and  financial  support  from  the  State  Vocational 
Division,  Coahoma  was  able  to  purchase  70  apple  com- 
puters; 30  IBMs,  62  Micro  Computers;  and  six  TRS-80.  To 
further  intensify  the  administrative  service  areas,  an  IBM 
System  36  was  installed.  With  the  new  system,  the  of- 
fices of  admissions  and  records,  fiscal  affairs,  and  finan- 
cial aid  have  become  computerized. 

Transportation 

The  College's  fleet  of  small  vehicles  had  to  be  replaced 
because  of  age  and  unreliability.  Based  on  the  needs  of 
the  college,  the  support  fleets  were  upgraded  with  the 
following  vehicles:  A  1985  Mazada  pick-up  truck  for  the 
Department  of  Safety,  1985  LTD  Ford  car  for  general  ad- 
ministration use,  and  four  1985  fifteen-passenger  vans  for 
the  following  uses:  Van  I  —  Music  and  Band;  Van  II  — 
Student  Services;  Van  III  —  General  Studies  and  Com- 
munity Services;  and  Van  IV  —  Athletics. 

Other  Capital  Improvements 

Other  significant  additions  to  the  campus  facilities  were 
the  erection  of  two  residence  halls  for  both  male  and 
female,  and  the  renovation  of  the  first  floor  of  the 
Johnson-Dickerson  Library  (west  wing)  to  house  a  com- 
puter center.  Although  these  facilities  were  completed 
during  the  1983-84  school  year,  dedication  of  these 
buildings  were  held  during  the  college's  first  Founder's 
Day/Dedication  Program  in  April,  1984. 

The  women's  dormitory,  providing  space  for  66 
students,  was  named  in  honor  of  one  of  Coahoma's 
pioneers,  Mrs.  Sezzie  McLaurin.  The  dormitory  for  men 
which  houses  116  students  was  named  Friends  Hall  in 
honor  of  the  many  friends  who  assisted  Coahoma  in 
securing  finance  for  its  erection. 

The  computer  center  was  named  in  memory  of  Mr. 
George  Ellis,  a  former  Coahoma  Junior  College  instructor 
who  worked  untiringly  to  help  get  the  program 
underway.

Student  Involvement 


Student  organizations  and  individual  achievements 
highlighted  1984  by  setting  four  "firsts"  for  the 
institution.  Most  noteworthy  among  individual 
achievements  came  when  Vincent  Daughtery  then  president 
of  the  SGA  served  as  an  intern  during  the  summer  of  1984  in 
Senator  Thad  Cochran's  Washington,  D.C.  Office. 

Another  significant  achievement  attained  in  1984  was  the 
selection  of  the  college  band  to  represent  Coahoma  County  at 
the  World's  Fair  in  New  Orleans.  The  group  had  the  rare  op- 
portunitv  to  perform  at  the  Mississippi  and  the  United  States 
pavilions. 

In  keeping  with  the  philosophy  of  the  institution  —  pro- 
viding opportunities  for  voung  men  and  women  to  develop 
both  their  physical  and  mental  potentials,  and  sound  bodies 
and  minds  —  the  institution  set  the  tone  for  the  Agricultural 
High  School  Bovs  Basketball  Team  to  bring  great  honor  to 
Coahoma  bv  capturing  the  Class  A  1984  Boys  State  Basketball 
title.

In  addition  to  degrees  granted  in 
the  general  academic  areas,  27 
students  were  awarded  associate 
degrees  in  technology.  One  hun- 
dred and  four  students  were  cer- 
tified in  vocational  areas.

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Community  Service  And  Support 


During  1984,  Coahoma  Junior  College's 
efforts  to  continue  its  support  of 
community  programs  and  activities  led  to 
many  successes  for  both  the  college  and  its  com- 
munities. In  support  of  the  Coahoma  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Industrial  Foundation 
endeavors  to  attract  and  retain  industry  in  the  area, 
the  College  entered  an  agreement  with  Emhart 
Corporation  to  train  employees  in  the  computer 
programming  operations  of  equipment.  Employees 
of  Emhart  were  trained  in  computerized  numerical 
control  systems  as  they  applied  to  the  work  of  mill- 
ing and  drilling. 

Coahoma's  successes  in  providing  and  rendering 
services  to  the  local  community,  supporting  district, 
and  to  the  state  of  Mississippi  are  reflected  through 
the  continued  commitment  of  Coahoma  Junior  Col- 
lege's President,  his  administration,  individual 
faculty  and  staff  members,  and  student  groups  and 
organizations. 

Among  the  many  educational,  civic,  and  religious 
services  CJC  President  has  rendered  to  local  and 
area  communities  and  to  the  State  is  his  address  at 
Jackson  State  University's  107th  graduation  exer- 
cises, May  13,  1984.  In  addition  to  addressing 
numerous  church  groups,  and  organizations,  the 
President  gave  an  overview  of  Coahoma  Junior  Col- 
lege in  his  address  to  the  Clarksdale  Coahoma 
County  Rotary  Club. 


Another  significant  phase  of  the  college's  mission 
to  serve  the  state  was  heighten  in  1984  when  CJC 
opened  its  facilities  to  the  State  Department  of 
Education  for  District  Staff  Development 
Workshops. 

Not  only  does  the  College  support  its  local  com- 
munities and  supporting  district,  but  has  in  turn 
received  considerable  support  from  both.  Contribu- 
tions made  to  CJC  Endowment  Fund,  Scholarship 
Fund,  Alumni  Foundation,  and  Arbor  Day  activities 
by  local  and  area  businesses,  and  friends  have  been 
tremendous.  The  college  has  also  received  substan- 
tial support  from  county,  district,  and  city  public 
officials,  community  leaders,  and  citizens. 

The  administration  realized  the  impact  of  its  com- 
munity support  and  concern  when  the  aftermath  of 
a  tornado  left  the  college  without  service  of  its  ac- 
tivity building  (gymnatorium).  With  graduation 
scheduled  to  be  held  in  approximately  two  weeks 
from  the  time  of  the  disaster,  the  college  needed  a 
facility  to  accommodate  this  program.  This  need 
was  readily  recognized  by  officials  and  citizens  of 
Clarksdale.  Therefore,  the  administration  was  suc- 
cessful in  obtaining  use  of  the  City  Auditorium  for 
its  1984  graduation  exercises  and  for  its  activities 
and  programs  for  the  1984-85  school  year.

During  1984,  Coahoma  Junior  College 
experienced  the  impact  of  a  May  2, 
1984  tornado  which  caused  multi- 
million  dollar  in  damage  to  its  physical  plant.

Although  the  college's  physical  plant  has  not 
fully  returned  to  its  former  level  of  adequacy, 
renovations  and  repairs  of  all  damaged 
building,  except  the  gymnasium,  are 
underwav.
